The Crawford County 
Transportation Authority (CCTA), 
working in conjunction with area 
health care professionals, recently 
secured a $93,800 Rural Health 
Initiative grant from the State of 
Michigan for “rural non-emergency 
transportation,” which will help the 
CCTA set up a program for trans- 
porting qualified people with health 
care needs to appropriate health 
care facilities, at no charge to the 
user. 

Those people eligible for the ser- 
vice will be selected by area health 
care providers, said CCTA 
Managing Director Dave Frederick. 

The program will result in the dis- 
tribution of vouchers to area health 
care facilities. Health care providers 
will give the vouchers to those 
patients that qualify, and the 
patients can then call in to arrange 
for the transportation service. 
Financial status will be an eligibili- 
ty factor. in addition to degree of ill- 
ness. 

The program will allow the 
CCTA to provide several services to 
qualifying local residents, such as: 
transporting people to health care 
facilities outside the county for ser- 
vices not available locally, or ser- 
vices available locally only on cer- 
tain days; be available on an “on- 
call” basis if someone needs a trip 
to the emergency room but is not in 
bad enough condition to require an 
ambulance; transporting people 
from the hospital that have been 
stranded due to an automobile acci- 
dent; and many other services relat- 
ed to “non-emergency” medical 
transportation. 

While Crawford County does 
provide a wide variety of medical 
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health service

and health services, there are a few 
areas of specialty that are not avail- 
able on a regular basis in the coun- 
ty, Frederick said. “A lot of these 
specialties are located at other hos- 
pitals,” he said. 

Frederick expects the CCTA to 
have the program up and running 
sometime in August, 2000. The 
CCTA will first use one of its own 
vehicles for the program, but 
Frederick plans to have a van pur- 
chased specifically for the program 
“as quick as we can,” he said. 

The $93,800 Rural Health 
Initiative grant, plus over $40,000 in 
matching funds from local entities, 
will fund the program’s first 15 
months. After that, local funding 
sources must be secured to help 
keep the program going, combined 
with state and federal dollars. 

“J think we will be able to sustain 
it,’ said Frederick. “We have a very 
strong collaborative effort.” 

Several people from a variety of 
local health care facilities worked 
on the grant, including: Sharon 
Boczaja, District #10 Health 
Department; Cynthia Pushman, 
Family Independence Agency 
(FIA); Stephanie Riemer-Matuzak, 
Grayling Mercy Hospital; Greg 
Paffhouse, North Central 
Community Mental Health, and 
Linda Barnes, FIA, among others. 
Pledges for matching funds were 
secured from: CCTA, Family 
Independence Agency, Grayling 
Township, District #10 Health 
Department, Crawford County 
Commission on Aging, Crawford 
County, City of Grayling, Family 
Practice Clinic, Beaver Creek 
Township, Lovells Township, 
Rotary International, and several 
area businesses. 

“One of the best things about this 
is the amount of cooperation that 
went into the grant (application) and 
putting together this program,” said 
Frederick. “We’ve had a really good 
cooperative effort. A lot of people

Young watercraft operators need instruction, permit

> Boaters and jet

Two recent deaths on Michigan 
waterways involving personal 
watercraft has prompted the 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department to remind jet ski enthu- 
siasts of laws regulating their usage. 

A 15-year old girl died after the 
jet ski she was riding collided with 
another operated by a [6-year old 
girl on Houghton Lake July 1. Just 
days later, another juvenile died 
when-the tube he was riding on. 
being pulled by a jet ski, hit a dock 
in Lake County. 

Crawford County Marine Patrol 


Officer David Krug said many 
young people, as well as adults, are 
operating jet skis and other personal 
watercralt without proper instruc- 
tion and a Boaters Safety Permit. 

A problem the Marine Patrol is 
finding quite often out on the open 
water is the improper use of flota- 
tion devices. “Boaters and personal 
watercraft operators must learn the 
differences between flotation 
devices and use the ones appropriate 
for the boating situation,” said Krug. 

According to Krug, it is up to the 
watercraft’s operator to educate his 
passengers and crew to what devices 
are available and where they are 
located before heading out on the 
water. “The DNR rules state when 
the motor is running, flotation 


devices must be readily available or 
the boat operator will be cited,” he 
said. “We have come upon many 
capsized boats where the life jackets 
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are not being worn and victims were 
unaware of where they were stored 
on the boat,’ said Krug. “Instead of 
wearing, the devices, people contin- 
ue to store them in plastic bags 
under the seats or in compartments. 
Don’t keep them hidden, keep them 
on hand.” 

Flotation devices or life jackets 
vary according to watercraft. “For 
instance, a row boat operator may 
need nothing more than a cushion,” 
said Krug, “but on a boat or jet ski. 
a device that will keep your face 
above water in case you are knocked 
unconscious, is the best lifesaving 
device to use.” 

According to AAA Michigan, 
personal watercraft ownership in the 
state has more than doubled in the 
last six years. They make up less 
than ten percent of all registered 
watercraft in Michigan, but were 
involved in 32 percent of the 430 


last year. AAA Michigan joins the 
Sheriffs Department ino advising 
users to follow all regulations goy- 
erning personal watercraft or PWC 
use, including passing an approved 
boating safety course. 

“We here in Crawford County 
have been very fortunate. — In 
Roscommon County, there hive 
been nine drownings in less than a 
year. Some have been related to 
snowmobiles and ATV, as well as 
the recent jet ski accident on 
Houghton Lake,” remarked Krug. 
“Operators here, for the most part. 
have been well-behaved and more 
people are attending boater salety 
school.” 

Krug would like to remind all 
people under the age of 21 that if 
they are found operating a personal

Repairs continue in preparation 
for GHS home football opener 


> High school still 
working to fix 
damage caused by 
recent vandalism

Grounds and maintenance work- 
ers at Grayling High School have 
been working hard since late last 
month to repair the vandalized foot- 
ball field before the first home game 


of the season, scheduled for 
September 1. 
Crawford AuSable Schools 


Superintendent Keat Reynolds said. 
“Up over $5,000 in repairs have 
been made thus far, including 
repairs to fencing and the gates. 
But, we are still awziting analysis of 
the track.” 

Reynolds said repairs have been 
made by patching the playing ficld 
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with sod taken from other locations 
around the school. There has also 
been some seeding done. But, the 
track remains his greatest concern. 

“Until we know the cost of repair- 
ing or replacing the damaged tatex 
track surface, it is hard to make an 
accurate estimate of the total duin- 
age.” Reynolds said. The district is 
waiting for a contractor’s determi- 
nation. 

When originally installed in 
1996, the running track had a price 
tag of approximately $47,000. “We 
are not sure if the damages are cos- 
metic or of a more serious nature,” 
Reynolds said. “Uf replacement of 
the entire track is warranted, then 
the costs of restoring the facility to 
its previous state are going to mount 
quickly.” 

The school district carries instr- 
ance in case of vandalism, but

The Crawford County Road 
Commission and Rieth-Riley 
Construction Company have entered 
into an agreement to reconstruct 
portions of Military Road, following 
a disagreement regarding the quality 
of Rieth-Riley’s recent repaving 
work on the road. 

Rieth-Riley resurfaced Military 
Road from Fletcher Road to Four 
Mile Road this spring. (Payne & 
Dolan, under contract with the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation {MDOT}, recently 
resurfaced Military Road from Four 
Mile Road to M-93.) 

MDOT worked with the Road 
Commission to fix up Military Road 
so the highway would be suitable for

worked really hard on this.” 

Frederick noted that the sense of 
cooperation and dedication to the 
common cause with this program 
was very similar to the successful 
non-motorized trail grant effort, 
with which he is also involved. 

(Last year, the Crawford County 
Trails Committee secured almost 
$600,000 in grant money for con- 
struction of a paved, non-motorized 
bike/pedestrian pathway from 
Hanson Hills to Grayling High 
School. A second grant application, 
for construction of a trail from GHS 
to Hartwick Pines, has been submit- 
ted to the Michigan Department of 
Transportation and the committee is 
awaiting the results.) 

“Do you feel lucky when you get 
a grant? Every time,” Frederick 
said. “There are lots of other good 
projects out there that you have to 
compete against.” 

“This one just fits our area so 
well,” he continued, “I was particu- 
larly pleased to get this.” 

The grant application was com- 
pleted on very short notice. The 


CCTA received the application and 
information just three weeks before 
the deadline. 

The $93,800 grant from the 
Michigan Department of 
Community Health (MDCH) came 
from a pot of about $4.5 million 
slated for “rural health initiatives.” 
Of the four categories possible, the 
CCTA successfully applied for a 
grant in category #4: “rural non- 
emergency transportation.” With 
almost $100,000 secured, Crawford 
County received roughly 20 percent 
of the $500,000 available state-wide 
in category #4. 

The grant, however, is only to get 
the project started. After the pro- 
gram’s “demonstration year” is up, 
it will be eligible for state and fed- 
eral funds to sustain it; however, 
Act 51, Michigan’s current trans- 
portation funding formula, is sched- 
uled to sunset on September 30 of 
this year. 

With Act 51 in place, the funding 
schedule for the program would be 
“up to 70 percent.” Depending on 
whether or not Act 51 is extended 
by the Michigan iegislature, and 


how much the Act 51 formula is 
changed when it does sunset, it is 
unknown how much the “up to 70 
percent” in funds for sustaining the 
program will be affected. 

Despite the uncertainty with 
regard to Act 51, Frederick believes 
the community will be willing and 
able to sustain the program once it 
is implemented, and that its advan- 
tages will become apparent. 

“Is a positive thing for the com- 
munity,” he said. “I’m pretty confi- 
dent it will prove to be quite a ben- 
efit.”

On 
June 8, the board voted 3-0 to hold 
the check until an agreement could 
be reached with Rieth-Riley regard- 
ing the Military Road dilemma.

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Practice what you teach

A precedent has been set that could 
impact tens of millions of children and 
working adults in the coming decades. The 
Massachusetts Board of Education adopted 
regulations this month requiring teachers at 
schools where 30 percent of the students fail 
the state’s math tests to be tested by taking 
the cxams themselves. How could the 
Massachusetts Board of Education be so 
insensitive? 

The brouhaha stems from the 1999 test 
scores in Massachusetts where 40 percent of 
the 8" graders and 53 percent of the 10" 
graders failed the math section.' Perhaps it 
is no surprise that a lawsuit and teacher boy- 
cotts were among the first responses by the 
teachers’ unions. One could almost hear the 
protesters, “How dare the Massachusetts 
board require me to demonstrate competen- 
cy in my subject area!” 

Stephen E. Gorrie. president of the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association, was 
quoted in the Washington Times, “We not 


only believe it is illegal, but it is unneces- 
sary. We think it is going to damage the 


quality of schools by driving good teachers 
out of our system.”? From his illogical state- 
ment, one would conjecture he received his 
math training from the teachers he endeav- 
ors ta defend. How would “good teachers” 
be driven out of the school system by taking 
the tests themselves? If the teachers are 
qualified there is nothing to worry about, 
right? They will pass the tests. 

Others opined that low-income schools 
could theoretically be targeted. Given the 
recent polling showing the majority of black 
Americans support school choice, this 
would be something most minorities in the 
United States would applaud: an opportuni- 
ty to rid their communities of incompetent 
teachers. However, it would not be responsi- 
ble to merely focus on inept teachers when 
trying to solve the quandary of American 
education today: America ranks among the 
highest of industrialized nations in per pupil 
spending yet remains among the lowest in 
math and science scores. The often quoted 
TIMSS scores (Third International 
Mathematics and Science Study) placed 
American senior high school students 19" 


out of 21 countries in mathematics. In sci- 
ence they scored 16” out of 21 countries.* 

Is the answer more money? Reason mag- 
azine reported that spending per pupil more 
than tripled from under $2,000 to over 
$6,000 and salaries for instructional staff 
increased from $25,206 to $39,451 in 1996 
dollars. Even class sizes declined from 26 to 
17° Yet after all this increased spending, 
what have we gotten in return for our invest- 
ment? 

To blame incompetent teachers would be 
the easy way out, but would not solve 
Johnny’s test scores. To a large degree the 
teachers are merely the products of and 
bound to the rules of a dysfunctional sys- 
tem: monopolized education. The teaches 
tend to be very hard working men and 
women that had to play be the pre-deter- 
mined rules of the centralized educational 
bureaucracy. 

College students majoring in education 
spend significantly less time studying their 
particular subject area in the universities 
than other majors due to the exorbitant 
number of psychology and methods courses 


required of education majors by federal 
bureaucrats. 

Many of the capable school administra- 
tors are bound to the “rules” of this bureau- 
cracy when it comes to making curriculum 
decisions, determining the length of the 
school year, exactly where to invest the 
money allotted their schools to get the most 
return on their expenditures and hiring and 
firing teachers based on their performance. 
With the NEA’s membership at 2.3 million 
it remains the largest union in the country 
with over $200 million in dues on the 
national level. Stephen Moore of the Cato 
Institute noted an NEA staff member boast- 
ing that “we're the only union with our own 
cabinet department” in reference to the 
Department of Education.’ It quashes school 
choice and voucher programs at every 
opportunity. 

The lack of return on our investment from 
the public education is disappointing, espe- 
cially for the economically disadvantaged. 
But when one observes how much more 
indispensable an excellent education is 
becoming in the information age, one begins 
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to see the issue as not merely a political but 
ethical one. Each passing year the evidence 
increases the support for school vouchers, 
schoo! choice programs, home-schooling 
and religious schools. To prevent these 
reforms borders on immoral, at least that is 
what most inner-city mothers would proba- 
bly tell you.

Adding a prescription 
drug benefit to Medicare 


by U.S. Senator Carl Levin 

American scientific know-how 
has led to the development of hun- 
dreds of life saving and life enhanc- 
ing prescription drugs. Prescription 
drugs are a modern day medical 
miracle and are one of the primary 
reasons millions are able to lead 
healthy lives well into their golden 
years. 

While prescription drugs hold the 
promise of healthier lives for the 
American people, the high cost of 
those drugs puts them out of the 
reach of too many. All too often, for 
instance, seniors must choose 
between paying their utility bill or 
paying for their prescription. Or 
they try to make their prescription 
last longer by only taking one pill 
when they should take two. Or they 
skip a day. Or worst of all, they go 
without. 

During the recent Senate recess, I 
traveled around Michigan and lis- 
tened to the stories of citizens who 
are trying to pay for expensive pre- 
scriptions and wonder why our 
neighbors in Ontario are able to buy 
the exact same drug for half the 
price. My office conducted a survey 
of seven of the ten most popularly 
dispensed drugs from pharmacies 
throughout Michigan and compared 
them with the cost of the same pre- 
scription drugs from Ontario. In 
every case, the prescription in 
Canada cost significantly less than 
the same drug in Michigan. 

For example, Premarin, an estro- 
gen tablet taken by menopausal 
women, costs $23 in the Detroit 
metro area and $10 in Ontario. 
Synthroid, a drug taken to replace a 
hormone normally produced by the 
thyroid gland, costs $13 in Detroit 
and $8 in Ontario. Prilosec, a heart- 
burn medication, costs only $48 in 
Windsor, Ontario, while in 
Michigan it costs $112 - over 130% 
more! 

Some are taking matters into their 
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own hands and are crossing the bor- 
der to fill their prescriptions at 
Canadian pharmacies. In this great 
country of ours, where our scientists 
are on the leading edge of biotech- 
nology and pharmaceuticals, we 
should not have to run across the 
border to be able to afford the drugs 
we need. 

That is why I believe that 
Congress should add a prescription 
drug benefit to Medicare and why I 
am a cosponsor of S. 2541, the 
Medicare Expansion for Needed 
Drugs Act (MEND). When the 
Medicare program started over 30 
years ago, medical care for seniors 
focused on visits to the doctor and 
hospital stays, while prescription 
drugs were not as important. Today, 
breakthroughs in pharmaceuticals 
make access to prescription drugs 
crucial to health care. 

The new drug benefit would 
apply to all seniors, not just the 
poorest seniors, in the same way 
that Medicare covers all seniors. 
Premiums would begin at $25 a 
month with seniors paying half of 
their prescription costs. Starting in 
2002, Medicare would cover half of 
a person’s drug expenses, up to 
$2,000. This ceiling would rise 
gradually so that by 2009 Medicare 
would cover half of the first $5,000 
in drug expenses. For seniors who 
pay more than $5,000 a year for pre- 
scriptions, MEND would pay these 
so-called catastrophic drug costs 
after a senior had spent $3,000 or 
$4,000 of their own money. 

This is a very, very modest start 
toward solving a large problem. If 
Congress were to design the 
Medicare program today, we would- 
n’t think of not having a prescrip- 
tion drug benefit. It’s time to begin 
to fill this gap. Congress should 
pass a Medicare prescription drug 
benefit and should do so this year.

Numerous insect and disease problems on trees being reported 1 


» Gypsy moth, tent 
caterpillars among 
noticeable problems 


AS many people might have 
noticed recently, there are several 
insect and disease problems affecting 
trees that have become very visible 
this spring. The eastern tent caterpil- 
lar, frost damage, and winter burn or 
desiccation are just a few examples. 

Accotding to experts at MSU 
Extension, while many of these are 
very noticeable to homeowners, most 
of these pest problems rarely kill a 
tree unless the tree is already stressed 
and in a poor state of health. 
Therefore, MSU Extension recom- 
mends only “a little extra tender lov- 
ing care” (e.g. watering and fertiliz- 
ing) to help these trees to grow 
through these problems. 

By far the most visible problem 
this spring has been the increase in 
population of the eastern tent cater- 
pillar (ETC). ETC is one of three 
“hairy” caterpillars that occasionally 
cause widespread damage to trees 
across Michigan (the other two are 
gypsy moth and forest tent caterpil- 
lar). ETC is the only onc of these 
three insect pests that forms a web or 
nest in the branch crotch of a tree. 

Fortunately, ETC only attacks a 
few tree species as compared to 
gypsy moth or forest tent caterpillar. 
Its favorite host is cherry trees, but it 
can also be found on other fruit tree 
species and, rarely,“on other hard- 
wood tree species. ETC is a native 
insect that has a “built in” set of nat- 


ural controls (parasites, predators, 
disease, etc.) that eventually cause 
overpopulation of this insect to col- 
lapse. Homeowners can also pull 
tents out of a tree and destroy the 
nest, if they desire to control this pest 
on their own. 

Populations of the ETC have been 
on the increase for about two years 
now. A population crash will proba- 
bly occur in another year or so and 
then this insect will “lay low” for a 
few years before building up in popu- 
lation once again, Although hard to 
predict, the cycle of the ETC popula- 
tion building and collapsing is about 
every 10 years. The last time ETC 
populations were severe in northern 
Michigan was in the early 1990's. 

Gypsy moth and forest tent cater- 
pillar populations are once again on 
the rise but are not yet quite as severe 
as the eastern tent caterpillar. 
However, there will probably be 
localized pockets of gypsy moth 
defoliation this summer in some loca- 
tions as populations of this insect 
have also been on the increase for the 
last 2 - 3 years. As to forest tent cater- 
pillar (which does not build a web or 
tent), overpopulation of this insect 
occurs about every 10 - 15 years 
throughout northern Michigan. 

Forest tent caterpillers can com- 
pletely defoliate northern hardwood 
timber stands that contain sugar 
maple, red oak, aspen and other hard- 
woods. The last time populations of 
forest tent caterpillar were severe was 
back in 1989 - 1990. Therefore, forest 
health specialists are expecting to see 
populations of this insect start build- 


ing once again over the next few 
years. Because forest tent caterpillar 
is a native to Michigan, it also has a 
“built in” set of controls that cause 
populations to eventually collapse 
and lay low for several years. 

The other noticeable problem this 
spring has been widespread frost 
damage to the newly cmerging 
growth of both deciduous, and 
conifer trees. On at least two occa- 
sions during the month of May, frost 
prone areas of northern Michigan 
experienced overnight temperatures 
in the mid-20 degree range (or 
lower). The result was damage to ten- 
der young foliage of trees. Frost dam- 
age can range from complete death of 
new foliage to malformed new 
growth color-wise, frust damage can 
range from brown to black, depend- 
ing upon its severity. Usually forest 
attacks large areas of a tree (from top 
to bottom) and also affects several 
different uree species in an area. This 
can help to diagnose frost damage 
from other causal agents that tend to 
be more species specific. Some have 
mistakenly believed these symptoms 
to be wilt disease, which is a fungal 
disease that causes vak and elm trees 
to suddenly wilt and shed their Icaves 
in mid-summer and eventually kills 
them. This is not a disease that is 
affecting our area however. 

Another tree problem that is com- 
monly being reported this spring is 
winter burn or desiccation on conifer 
tree species. This is a condition 
where needles and foliage on pine. 
sptuce, firs, cedar and other conifers 
turn brown and off-color in the carly 
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spring. The damage resembles 
drought damage and is clearly linked 
toa lack of moisture in the foliage. 

Winter desiccation is caused when 
conifer trees experience sustained 
periods of warm temperatures and/or 
windy conditions during the winter. 
During these periods. moisture is lost 
from the foliage that) cannot be 
replaced by the tree because the soil 
is still frozen and the roots of the tree 
cannot extract water from the ground. 
The end result is that the foliage 
burns or desiccates because of a lack 
of moisture that cannot be replaced 
by the roots. Most likely the extended 
drought of 1998-99 across northern 
Michigan helped make conifer trees 
more susceptible to this problem as 
many trees entered the winter with a 
below normal jack of moisture to 
begin with. 

In regard to frost damage or winter 
desiccation, there is not much home- 
owners can do to treat the problem 
other than to lightly fertilize and 
water trees, where both are still need- 
ed. fu addition, monitor the tree 
health for the remainder of the year 
2000 growing season and ‘try to pre- 
vent affected trees from experiencing 
any more stress. [It is usually the 
accumulation of several stress factors 
(insect. discasc. environmental and 
old age) that can eventually lead a 
tree to succumb to bark borers or root 
rot diseases that can cause tree mor- 
tality.

“Michigan United Conservation 
Clubs is taking a clearly proactive 
stance in confronting bovine TB,” 
said James R. Goodheart, execu- 
tive director of MUCC. “As 
hunters and good stewards of our 
wildlife resources, we must seck to 
restore and protect the health of 
Michigan's deer herd before this 
disease can spread further. 

“What this resolution means is 
that our members are insisting that 
the state’s natural resources policy- 
makers allow their and our profes- 
sional wildlife managers to carry 
out Proposal G’s mandate - espe- 
cially in dealing with something as 
serious as this bovine TB out- 
break.” 

MUCC was the major force 
behind winning voter approval in 
1996 of Proposal G, a constitution- 
al amendment that requires the 
Natural Resources Commission to 
see that the state’s wildlife popula- 
tions are managed in accordance 
with principles of sound biological 
science. 

At its June 7-8 meeting in 
Lansing, the Natural Resources

counties where cases of TB-infect-_ 
ed deer have not yet been docu- 
mented in test that began in the 
mid- 1990s. 

Now, baiting of deer and recre-_, 
ational feeding are prohibited only | 
in counties where at least one case 
of bovine TB in deer has been con- 
firmed. So far, those counties are 
Alcona, Alpena, Antrim, Crawford, 
Iosco, Mecosta, Montmorency, 
Osceola, Oscoda, Otsego, and | 
Presque Isle. 

Under the NRC’s rules, hunters 
are limited to two gallons of bait in 


11 counties and to five gallons in ° 
the Upper Peninsula. The bait may 
be used only from October | to 
January 1. Small-quantity recre- 
ational feeding to view deer or elk 
is limited to two gallons statewide 
except in the 11 closed counties, 
and the feed must be within 100 
yards of a residence. The NRC pro- 
hibited supplemental feeding of 
large quantities to help carry deer 
and elk through harsh winters in all: 
of the Lower Peninsula.

pose danger to the environ- 
ment. That's four times 
more waste collected during 
Househuld Uazardous 
Waste Disposal Day last 
year. (2) An example of the 
materials brought in for 
disposal. (3) Some of the 
unidentified waste brought 
in. Experts were on hand 
to evaluate such materials 
as corrosives and 22 pounds 
of mercury gleaned from 
old biood pressure gauges. 
In 1999. tires disposed of 
totalled 370.

LATIONS. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF LOVELLS ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Amendment of Chapter XVI, Section 16.4. 


‘Section 16.4 of Chapter XVI of the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance 
is hereby repealed and replaced with the following section which shalt 


read in its entirety as follows: 


Section 16.4 - PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS. 


(a) Any person, partnership, limited liability company, corporation, asso- 
ciation, or other legal entity who creates or maintains a nuisance per se 
as defined in this section or who violates or fails to comply with any pro- 
vision of this Ordinance or any permit issued pursuant to this Ordinance 
shall be responsible for a municipal civil infraction. Every day that such 
violation continues shall constitute a separate and distinct offense under 
the provisions of this Ordinance. Nothing in this section shall exempt the 
offender from compliance with the provisions of this Ordinance. 


(b) Any land, dwellings, buildings, or structures, including tents and trail- 
er coaches, used, erected, altered, razed or converted in violation of this 
Ordinance or in violation of any regulations, conditions, permits or other 
rights granted, adopted or issued pursuant to this Ordinance are hereby 


declared to be a nuisance per se. 


(c) The Township Zoning Administrator is hereby designated as the 
authorized township official to issue municipal civil infraction notices and 
citations. Additional parties authorized to issue municipal civil infraction 
notices and citations may be designated by the Township Board from 


time to time. 


(d) In addition to enforcing this Ordinance as a municipal civil infraction, 
the Township may initiate proceedings in the Circuit Court to abate or 
eliminate the nuisance per se or any other violation of this Ordinance. 


Section 2. Severability. 


If any section, clause, or provision of this Ordinance be declared uncon- 
stitutional or otherwise invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, said 
declaration shall not affect the remainder of the Ordinance. The 
Township Board hereby declares that they would have passed this 
Ordinance and each part, section, subsection, phrase, sentence and 
clause irrespective of the fact that any one or more parts, sections, sub- 
sections, phrases, sentences or clauses be declared invalid. 


Section 3. Repealer and Conflicts. 


Ordinance No. 3-14-00 of 2000 is hereby repealed. If any provision of 
the Lovelis Township Zoning Ordinance conflicts with this Zoning 
Amendment Ordinance, then the provisions of this Zoning Amendment 


Ordinance shail control. 


Section 4. Effective Date.
